With reference -to the Chincsc Inland 
Transit Pass Question wo understand that 
tho London Chamber of Conimerco . has 
obtained from the Foreign Office the in- 
formation that 9 despatch was sent in 
Decamber Jast to Sir Harry Parkes asking 
him to lay thé matter before the Chines 
Government, and do his beat ta’ obtsin. 
increased facilities for the transmission of 
foreign goods inland under the transit 
pass systom. This despatch would only 
reach Sir Harry parkes in March, since 
when he has journeyed twice to Korea to 
nogotiate ,the. Treaty of Commorce with 
that country. It will thus be acen that 
“Sir” Harry had not until: quite lately, op- 
portunity to consider this question, More- 
‘over, during the last few montha the 
Chinese Government have .declined to 
enter. into mattors other than those which 
affect their position with France. 

Tho Admiralty have directed the Rambler, 
3, nerew composite gun-vessol, 774 tons, 
690-horsé power, attached to tho First 
Divison of the Medway Steam Reserve, to 
ba commissioned on Nov, 11 by Commander 
the Hon. Foley ©. Prendergast Vereker, 
for service with the squadron under Sir 
William M. Dowoll, K.C.B., on the Chion 
Station. The Rambler is almost a now 
vessel,‘ having only had three years’ service 
on the South-east Coast of America Station. 
Sho is at present in the dockyard Jiands, 
undergoing a thorough overhauling and. re- 
pair ; but her rofit is ordered to bo complet- 
ed by the end of this month. It ia intend. 
ed to omploy the Rambler, on surveying 
service, in which daty commander Vereker 
hos already had. considerable experience, 
having recently commanded the Magpie 
surveying ship in the China Sess, 

It 18 announced that the Govarnment 
have decided to refuse the demand of the 
Chinose authorities that the fugitives from 
the mainland who haye sought refuge in the 
colony of Hoogkong. should be surrendered 
under the extradition clause of the Treaty 
of Tientain. This matter has engaged the 
attention of both Lord Granville and Lord 
Derby for some montha past, and the result 
has been tho despatch of the following letter 
to the Aborigines’ Protection Society :— 

. Downing-st:eet, 25th October, 1883.— 
Bir,—-With reforence to'the letter from this, 
department of the 18th of February last, I 
am directed by the Karl of Derby to inform 
you that Hor Majesty's Govornment, after 
careful consideration of the report received 
of further inquiries made in Hongkong on 
the caso of the eleven fugitives whose ox- 
tradition had been demanded by the Chi- 
neso Government, have been nevined that 
tho guilt of the prisoners had not beon 
roved within the terms of Article 21 of the 
eaty of Tientain.
